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The National Dairy Exposition Scores Another 


Great Success 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


at Memphis, Tennessee, October 13-20, was an out- 

standing success—probably the greatest in the long 

history of this institution. The Dairy Show, as last year, 

was held in connection with the Tri-State Fair, which 

after this year will be known as the Mid-South Fair and 

Dairy Show, and another added attraction this year was 

the National Cotton Show, rounding out a program very 

attractive to southern farmers. In spite of the somewhat 

reduced numbers attending on account of rainy weather 

the first half of the week, the exhibitors both of cattle 

and equipment reported even more interest and more 

live prospects than was the case last year. Phe Dairy 

Show, itself, was larger this year with nearly a thousand 

f head of pure bred dairy cattle entered and the commercial 

exhibits running about twenty-five per cent larger than 
last year. 

The Jerseys led in number of entries as was to be 
expected, there being 335 entries of this’ breed and 248 
actually shown in the ring in the individual classes. It was 
considered to be the best shown in the history of this 
breed. Holstein entries came next in order with 256 listed 
in the book and a total of 210 head actually shown in the 
individual classes. So fas as the Holstein show is con- 
cerned it came nearer to being a real national show than 
any other that has ever been held in the United States 
and for quality has never been surpassed. The Guernsey

show was down quite a bit in numbers from last year and 
the Ayrshire exhibit experienced a very decided falling 
off in the absence of any support from its national asso- 
ciation. The Ayrshires were outnumbered substantially 
by the Brown Swiss, which breed had one of the greatest 
shows in its history. 
The Holstein Show 

The opinion was general among ringside observers that 
this showing of Holsteins outclassed anything previously 
brought together in the United States from the standpoint 
of large numbers of high quality animals, small numbers 
of undesirable animals and in general the national char- 
acter of the show. In these respects, it deserves.to rank 
on a par with the great Holstein show at the Canadian 
Royal last year which we considered to be the best Hol- 
stein show ever held up to that time. Nearly every sec- 
tion of the United States was represented in this show, 
the 210 animals brought out in the individual classes com- 
ing from fourteen different states with twenty-three ex- 
hibitors placing inside the money and eight breeders being 
successful in winning one or more blue ribbons. The 
grand champions from practically every major show east 
of the Rocky Mountains were represented in the compe- 
tition, these champions hailing all the way from Dallas 
and the great Southwest to Minnesota and the Dakotas 
on the north and east to cover the Atlantic seaboard with 
practically all of the intervening territory represented by 
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The First Prize and Champion Bulls

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championship winners. The west coast winners o/ tuis 
season were not directly in the competition, although it 
should be a matter of pride to them that the only Pacific 
Coast herd—Carnation Milk Farms’ line-up, although not 
in competition at the coast shows, gave their owners the 
distinction of winning both premier breeder and premier 
exhibitor again here. 

Axel Hansen, of Minnesota, made his debut as a judge 
at the National and performed the difficult task in a highly 
acceptable manner. He appeared to be sure of his ground 
all the way through in the face of decisions in many 
classes that were as close as ever a judge was called upon 
to make, and handled his rings expeditiously and in a way 
that enabled the large gallery of spectators to follow him 
without difficulty at all times. The Holstein gallery. by 
the way, demonstrated the growing Holstein interest in 
the South and seats in the Holstein section were packed 
right through until the close. 

The Exhibitors 

A total of twenty-three exhibitors succeeded in break- 
ing into the prize list, these representing the following 
states: Illinois, Washington, Oklahoma, Pertinsylvania, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin, Kansas, Missouri, lowa, New York, 
Ohio, Michigan, Colorado and Arizona. Elmwood Farms, 
Deerfield, Illinois, succeeded in winning the largest num- 
ber of first places with a total of six and all bull cham- 
pionships in addition. Carnation came next with three 
blues but they also had seven seconds and three thirds 
with the largest number of prizes and including the honor 
of premier breeder and premier exhibitor. J. D. McDonald 
of: Wisconsin, had two blues including the senior and grand 
champion female, while Paul P. Stewart of Iowa and 
Jefferson County Asylum of Wisconsin also accounted for 
two blue ribbons each. Others breaking into the blue rib- 
bon column were Wisconsin School for the Blind, one 
blue and one junior champion; C. E. Griffith of Oklahoma 
and the Wisconsin State Hospital at Mendota. Robertson 
of Pennsylvania, Fredmar of Missouri, Femco of Minne- 
sota and Maricopa Creamery of Arizona, Chapman of 
Missouri, Modern Woodmen of Colorado and Maytag Farms 
of Iowa were others placing animals in second or third 
position. The Aged Bulls 

This. class of eleven represented at least four grand 
championship winners of 1928 and at least three others 
that were grand champions in earlier years. Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld- was not seriously challenged for the 
honor of leading this class and went on through to 
his third consecutive National Grand Championship, 
an honor previously duplicated at the National only 
by Paul Calamo Korndyke, likewise of Illinois adop- 
tion. Sir Fobes has the additional honor of  win- 
ning a blue ribbon at the National as a _ two- 
year-old, giving him a total of four ffirsts in this 
show which no other male has ever duplicated. In second 
place here stood Blue Earth Duke Ormsby, the Femco 
entry, that was Reserve All-American three-year-old last 
year. He has grown out into a massive four-year-old, well 
deserving of the honor of standing next to Sir Fobes in 
this class. Carnation placed third with their Indiana 
grand champion, King Ormsby of Cold Spring, with the 
Wisconsin bull, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, in fourth 
place. The relative positions of these two bulls were 
interchanged at Wisconsin. This latter bull has himself 
been a first prize winner at the National three different 
years, although never going through to grand champion- 
ship. He is out in the best form of his career this season. 
His sire, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, National Grand Cham- 
pion in 1921, had the distinction of siring three of the 
bulls in the money in this class.

The Three-Year-Old Bulls 

The McDonald entry, King Homestead Piebe Lad, last 
year’s All-American two-year-old, owned by J. D. McDonald 
of Wisconsin, topped this class without difficulty. He has 
been good enough to win the three-year-old class ali season 
withcut a defeat although he has not grown out into quite 
as sensational a three-year-old as he promised last year 
in two-year-old form. Carnation took second with Hoesly 
Sarcastic Joe Homestead, an upstanding son of North 
Star Joe Homestead, while Chapman’s Triune Ormsby 
Piebe 59th, grand champion this year at Missouri, Texas, 
etc., was farced down to third position, with the Jefferson 
County Asylum’s Creamelle Beauty Colantha, fourth.

The Two-Year-Old Bulls 

This was one of the great classes of the show and one 
that had attracted great advance interest by reason of the 
number of undefeated contenders appearing. There were 
ten out and they made what is undoubtedly the best class 
of two-year-old bulls ever shown together in this country. 
The three leading contenders on the advance dope were 
considered to be King Piebe of York 37th from Robertson 
Farms, Carnation Romeo Colantha from Carnation Milk 
Farms and Harvest Matador Chief from the herd of the 
Wisconsin State Hospital at Mendota, with Rock River 
Peter Prophet, Rock River’s Aurora winner, as a recog- 
nized contender likewise. Carnation Romeo Colantha and 
Harvest Matador Chief had met previously at Wisconsin 
State Fair, the former winning the class and going through 
to senior championship. while the Wisconsin bull had been 
a fairly easy winner at Waterloo with Carnation not in the 
competition. The Robertson bull had not previously met 
either of them but had gone through the entire eastern 
circuit as an impressive winner and grand champion at 
every show except at Eastern States where this honor 
was taken by Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld. Robertson 
ran’ into some hard luck when his bull came down with 
an attack of hoof rot during shipment. In spite of all 
efforts, he still showed lame and made an awkward ap- 
pearance in walking. Mr. Robertson is to be commended 
on his sportsmanship in bringing the bull out at all under 
these conditions. First place finally went to Harvest Mat- 
ador Chief, not as highly touted in advance but a grand 
representative of the breed. He shows rather more dairy 
quality than the Robertson bull and is rather better in the 
rump, although not quite as strong in the loins nor smooth 
in the shoulder nor carrying quite the massive depth of 
King Piebe of York 37th, these last being points in which 
he approaches perfection of the breed. The lameness of 
King Piebe of York 37th tended to accentuate his worst 
point of criticism—pin bones not up quite where they be- 
long. If the two bulls could have come together on even 
terms, the battle would have been correspondingly closer. 
Carnation Romeo Colantha, the son of Sir Romeo Mildred 
Colantha that has been so successful with the Carnation 
show herd as a calf, yearling and two-year-old, could do 
no better than third in this competition. He had been 
previously undefeated in this class holding one decision 
over the Harvest Matador Chief bull at Wisconsin as 
stated he does not carry quite the massive strength of 
the two bulls placed above him and is showing a little 
high in the tail head right now. Rock River Peter Prophet, 
the, Aurora winner, was a creditable fourth, while last

So far as legislation is concerned, our problem at this 
time is more in looking to the prevention of adverse laws 
and ordinances to the dairy industry than the enactment

of new laws. This does not apply to many of the South- 
ern States that up to the last few years have shown but 
very little interest in dairying or in laws protecting the 
industry. 

At this time many of these states are considering or 
enacting an entirely new set of dairy laws. It is to be 
hoped that in many cases their fat standard for milk may 
pe somewhat lowered to be more in uniformity with 
Northern States. ‘ 

As it is the policy of the Federal Government and 
most states to adopt standards for all of the more impor- 
tant food products and as there is no other product of 
more consequence than milk, I am sure that it will be 
advisable to refrain from any general readjustment of 
milk standards at this time. I have arrived at this con- 
clusion in view of the following facts: 

Thirty-nine states have a fat standard of 3.25 or less, 
fourteen of which have a standard of 3%. Two states 
have a standard of 3.35%, one of which permits stand- 
ardizing of milk. It is fairly easy to comply with the 
above. Seven states, most of them in the South. have a 
standard of 3.50; a little high for the average of our breed 
but as they are revising their laws and anxious to get 
in our cattle, they are more apt to lower than raise the 
standard. 

As to standards for milk, the following resolution was 
unanimously passed at our Annual Meeting at Des 
Moines, Iowa, June 2, 1926: 

“That all laws and ordinances preventing the stand- 
ardization of milk by the use of skim milk or cream 
should be repealed.” 


I know of no state where standardizing is not prac- 
ticed to a greater or less degree. Two or three states have 
modified their laws permitting it; others will do so this 
next winter. 

Personally, I do not see where any harm can come to 
the breed by permitting standardizing. It might be well 
to require the minimum fat content to be printed on the 
bottle cap. In fact, I think standardizing would do away

A Menace to the Dairy Industry 

The practice that some of the milk distributors started 
three or four years ago, I am pleased to say, is not as 
common at this time as two years since. It would seem 
as though they would know that it was easier for them 
to mix the milk than it is for the producer to mix the 
breeds. Yet, in one city at least at this time, they are 
advising owners of our cattle without reference to 
whether they have pure breds or grades to put in 20% 
Jersey or Guernsey cows or to use a bull of one of these 
breeds to bring up the fat content to 4%. While at some 
points’ in the South, where they pay 75 or 80 cents for 
fat in market milk, they only pay 45 or 50 cents for the 
fat in the milk testing over 4% and advise the use of 
20% Holstein cows or the use of a Holstein bull to bring 
the fat content down to 4% or less. I fé@el like asking 
them, “Whither are we drifting?” or what excuse will 
there be for the existence of any of the pure bred dairy 
associations, if this practice is permitted to continue in- 
definitely. 

It was my privilege recently to be on the program at 
a dairy meeting with the manager of one of the large dis- 
tributing stations that had made a ruling that they would 
take no milk under 4%. He spent about thirty minutes 
talking about 4% milk and in closing said that what they 
had in mind was the future of the coming generation. 
He submitted to questions at the close. I asked him 
what evidence he had or could give to those in attend- 
ance that the coming generation would be any better off 
mentally, physically or in any other way on a 4% milk 
than on a milk containing 3.25 or 3.50 fat. He side- 
stepped and did not answer the question. 

If our laws permitted standardization, it might give 
distributors less excuse for making such unreasonable re- 
quirements. 

As I said in an article on this subject about a year 
ago: We have over half of all the dairy cattle in this 
country and are, therefore, entitled to half the trouble. 

Milk Problems 


It is my opinion that we as breeders of Holsteins have 
no more difficult milk problems for solution than the other 
dairy breeds. Many of us are apt to overlook the fact 
that our milk testing 3.25 to 3.50 brings a much larger

HE Twenty-Second Annual National Dairy Exposition 
a has passed into history and from this perspective it 

seems like the best show in the entire series. In 
the earlier days, the machinery show used to be more 
extensive but the withdrawal of the heavy ma- 
chinery men to hold a_ separate show of their 
own does not detract seriously from the _ value 
of the show from the standpoint of breeders of pure 
bred dairy cattle and producers generally. The with- 
drawal of the heavy machinery has left a better opportun- 
ity for greater stress upon machinery connected with the 
business of production, and we are glad to see this feature 
being developed more and more at each succeeding show. 
This year’s sale of exhibit space exceeded last year’s by 
twenty-five per cent and still further increase may be 
looked for when the show gets into its own home in St. 
Louis next year. 


Last year, the weather was perfect from the opening 
of the show to its close and from the things we had been 
told about Memphis, Dallas, etc., when their committees 
were making their bid for the 1928 Dairy Show we were 
greatly surprised to find that it was possible to rain 
there during this time of year. However, it did rain most 
of the first half of the week with the result that the at- 
tendance at the gate did not quite equal the record figures 
last year. However, the number of people that passed 
through the outside gate by no means represents the 
measure of the success of the show. This year’s crowd 
seemed to be more business-like and commercial exhibitors 
reported that while there were not as many people throng- 
ing through the exhibits as last year, the percentage of 
real business prospects was much higher and the results 
thus entirely satisfactory. 


This angle is still further borne out by the experience 
of the Holstein Extension force, which reported that while 
last year the entire Holstein exhibit was looked upon 
largely as a curiosity, this year there were substantially 
larger numbers of people signing up to have literature on 
the breed sent to them and displaying a business-like 
interest in the possibilities of improving their conditions 
by a start with Holstein cattle. 

The National Dairy Exposition at Memphis is effective- 
ly telling the story of the dairy cow to a section that is 
hungry for knowledge. Some fears have been expressed 
that if the south should be led to turn to dairying as a 
serious business, we would be swamped by over-produc- 
tion. We have a little different angle on this that can 
be illustrated by the following incident told us by a 
California visitor at the show. It seems that this gentle- 
man and his wife took dinner at one of the excellent fair 
grounds eating places specializing in chicken served 
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southern style with hot biscuits. Upon asking for butter 
to spread on his buscuits, he was informed that they did 
not have any butter but that the gravy was excellent. Being 
astounded at this condition, he took occasion on his way 
back along the line of eating places to make particular 
inquiry as to this subject of serving butter. Of seven 
places where this inquiry was made three reported that 
they did not serve butter and the other four stated that 
they had it but served it to their customers only upon 
request. 

From this significant experience, it would seem that the 
Dairy Show, the National Dairy Council and other agencies 
could, by carrying their message to the southern consumer 
as well as the southern producer, educate the south to a 
point where it might with advantage to itself consume 
ten times the amount of dairy products it now uses and by 
feeding itself along these lines take up the increased pro- 
duction of the southern dairymen without disrupting or dis- 
turbing present markets and doing away with the bug-a- 
boo of over production of dairy products. 

We wish to commend Manager Anderson and President 
Hill and all who had to do with the management of the 
show on the very efficient way in which every detail was 
handled, even in the face of some difficulties in the way 
of equipment not quite adequate for such a show. We 
want to extend our personal thanks for the®’adoption of our 
suggestion for a press box in the center of the judging 
arena reserved strictly for the press representatives, thus 
overcoming a condition that was found decidedly un- 
satisfactory last year as a handicap in getting material for 
an intelligent presentation of the story of the judging of 
the various breeds. A special effort was put forward also 
to give the spectators in the galleries an opportunity to 
follow the work of the judges with legible duplicate num- 
bers carried by the leadsmen and careful megaphone an- 
nouncement at the conclusion of each class. 


The general comment on the National Dairy Show 
would not be complete without reference to the service 
performed by the Holstein breeders who made possible 
this outstanding display of our breed. Its importance in 
developing and building up Holstein interest in the South 
cannot be overestimated and we feel that the thanks and 
gratitude of the entire industry are due the -exhibitors 
for the efforts they put forth. Probably not one of them 
came to Memphis with the expectation of winning enough 
prize money to make such an exhibit directly profitable. 
While the advertising and publicity value of winning in 
such a show is a point that the breeders are more and 
more appreciating, it is a fact that every breeder exhibit- 
ing at Memphis, whether or not his name is emblazoned 
from the house tops on account of sensational winnings, . 
had a definite part and made a definite contribution to the 
advancement of our breed through his effort in this con- 
nection. We are glad of the opportunity to extend them 
some slight recognition through the report of the show 
appearing in this issue.

F the first prize Get of Sire at Waterloo and the Nation- 

al.- This very outstanding group was shown in the 
name of Paul P. Stewart, Maynard, Iowa, and was sired by 
Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby, himself National grand cham- 
pion in 1921, former herd sire in the Stewart herd and 
owned at the time of his death last year by Iowana Farms 
Davenport. Iowa. The two bulls have both been grand 
champions at major fairs and both females have been 
consistently inside the money in the hottest competition. 
The bull on the end, Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby Lad, is 
owned by Wisconsin School for the Blind, Janesville, 
Wisconsin, and is the most famous winner among the off- 
spring of Tritomia Pietertje Ormsby. He has been three 
times a first prize winner at the National Dairy Show and 
placed fourth in the aged class this year. The other bull, 
Tritomia Ormsby Pietertje, a former Iowa grand cham- 
pion, placed eighth in the aged bull class.

Philip Austin Frakes

F Northwest will be saddened to hear of the death of 
P. A. (Dad) Frakes at the home of his son, near Scap- 
poose, Oregon, on October ninth, after a brief illness. 

Pp. A. Frakes was born in Harrison county Indiana, 
November 17, 1857. He moved with his parents to Mis- 
souri and later, in 1874 came to Oregon. He married Mrs. 
Rebecca Jane Dobbins at Hillsboro in 1883 and in that 
year began developing the Lakeside Stock Farm near 
Scappoose that has been known for more than a quarter 
of a century as the home of purebred Holsteins. The herd 
was dispersed in 1925, because the failing health of Mrs. 
Frakes required a change. Since the death of Mrs. Frakes 
in 1926 “Dad” had made his home with his son, George, 
near Scappoose. 

Mr. Frakes was the second oldest member of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association in point of membership, and had 
produced many of the outstanding cattle of this breed in 
the Northwest, and he had the distinction of being the 
first breeder of black and whites in the Pacific Northwest. 

Mr. Frakes’ interest in better dairying and his atten- 
dance at meeting and fairs did not diminish as the years 
went by and his advice and presence will be missed at 
these occasions by thousands who knew and respected 
him. , Paul C. Adams. 


The Board Meets At Memphis 

HE regular fall meeting of the Board of Directors was 

T held at the Hotel Peabody, Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 17. 

All of the directors were present with the exception 
of Col. G. Watson French, who was unable to attend. In 
the absence of President Lowden, Vice President Thomp- 
son presided. Secretary Seaverns presented a list of 540 
applications for membership in-the Association received 
since the last meeting in June. These were all acted upon 
favorably, the usual investigation by the Secretary’s of- 
fice having previously been made. Chairman Noyes, of the 
Finance Committee, reported a gain of 9.88% in the busi- 
ness of the Secretary’s office this year as compared with 
a similar period of last year, registrations having in- 
creased 13%, transfers 5% and membership applications 
22%. Mr. Noyes pointed out that this is the first large 
increase in the business of the Association, comparing 
one year with the next, since 1921, indicating the general 
improvement that has taken place in the Holstein industry. 

Supt. Norton reported that A. R. testing was showing 
a steady increase, there being 2,443 cows on long-time 
semi-official test at the present time as compared with 
2.257 a year ago. In addition, there are on test in the 
Herd Improvement Test 270 herds from 35 states contain- 
ing a total of 6,121 cows. Mr. Norton presented the 
results of research being carried on by his office as to 
the comparative accuracy of tests made on the basis of 
official observation periods every other month instead 
of every month as at present. The figures indicate that 
such tests would show little variation from the present 
yearly record, but with the great advantage of a material 
reduction in cost of supervision. These figures have been 
substantiated likewise by research by other breed associa- 
tions and the Board authorized the Executive Committee 
to put this plan into operation when they deemed it wise. 
The matter will doubtless be a subject of conference with 
the other breed associations. 

One important matter under discussion related to the 
possiblity of bringing together the Extension and Advanced 
Registry offices in the same building. After full discussion 
and a test vote showing a bare majority of the Board 
members present favoring the moving of the Extension 
offices at this time from their present location in Chicago, 
the Board voted to defer any action on this subject until 
the next convention in Philadelphia. - 

Director Vesper brought forward a proposal to with- 
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from show herds not left unblanketed during specified 
hours. He urged the value of the extra publicity attention 
given unblanketed animals, which he backed up by actual 
figures based on the experiences of his own show herd. 
After some discusion, this idea was unanimously adopted 
by the Board and referred to the Committee on Prizes for 
definite application. The Committee at a later meeting 
adopted a rule providing that if the prize money of the 
Association was to be paid to individual owners their 
animals must be left unblanketed between the hours of 
nine to six, subject to the discretion of the superintendent 
of cattle at the fair in case of sick animals, inclement 
weather, etc. 

The Board listened to addresses by Dr. Stone of the 
Natural Milk Producers Association who presented a plea 
for the cause of natural milk as opposed to pasteurized 
and by President Munn, of the National Dairy Council, 
who asked for a larger appropriation to support the 
splendid work they are doing. The Board started the 
consideration of a plan prepared by Supt. Norton in rela- 
tion to the recognition of proven sires as authorized by 
the convention last June. It was late in the day before 
the Board reached this order of business and after making 
a start on the detail plan, it was decided to hold over 
final adoption of rules until the next Board meeting in 
Chicago in December. 


Proven Bulls or Just Bulls 


An Editorial by A. S. ALBERTSON, North Dakota State 
Association Secretary 

This is the season of the year when many breeders are 
thinking of changing herd sires. When this job is under- 
taken, we should bear in nfind that it is probably the most 
important and difficult one that the breeder encounters. 
The selection of the right sire means another great step 
toward a good producing and typey herd, while the selec- 
tion of an inferior sire will have the opposite effect and 
possibly cause a set-back which will take years to over- 
come. , 

The proven sire offers the surest and quickest means 
of herd improvement. By proven sire we mean, the older 
bull whose daughters are developed and have come into 
production. If these daughters are of reasonably good 
type and are good producers or show indications of good 
production, there is little chance of the breeder making 
a mistake by placing him at the head of the herd. 

The most common objection: to proven bulls is that 
they may be ugly. This is true, but if properly handled 
they will do no harm. A bull pen in which he may be 
kept can be constructed at small expense and this should 
be done. Any bull after reaching the age of eighteen 
months or two years may become ugly and should not be 
allowed to run with the herd; so really, a bull pen should

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be a part of the regular equipment for every dairy herd. 

Fancy pedigrees showing several generations and 
finally extended far enough to bring in some noted in- 
dividual or show some far-fetched relationship to some 
world’s champion or high-priced individual are responsible 
for the sale of many common or inferior bulls. The buyer 
who selects a young bull from such a pedigree without 
seeing him or his sire and dam, is taking a “long shot” 
in his breeding operation. Usually he would be better if 
he had spent a little of his time looking over some of the 
older bulls that have been used in the herds in his 
neighborhood. 

It is not our purpose to discount extended pedigrees 
for they are valuable if properly interpreted. However, 
they are often misleading to one who is not accustomed 
to reading them. A pedigree is a fair indication of what 
a young bull might be while a proven sire is an assurance. 

We do not have to worry about disposing of young bulls 
for there would not be half enough good proven bulls to 
supply the demand if all were to be used. 

Let’s give this bull-buying job a little more considera- 
tion this year.

The members of the Hampshire-Franklin Holstein-Frie- 
sian Breeders’ Club met at the Northampton State Hos- 
pital, Northampton, Mass., at 11 a. m., Friday, Oct. 12. The 
morning was spent, under the direction of Farm Supt. Lee, 
in inspecting their excellent herd of Holstein cattle. 

This is one of the best herds owned by any state insti- 
tution and had an average production last year of over 
14,000 lbs. milk. Just recently a young bull of outstand- 
ing breeding from the Dutchland Farms has been added 
to the herd. The members were also interested in visit- 
ing the other departments, especially swine, poultry, cold 
storage and store houses. 

At noon all gathered for a picnic dinner in the grove 
on the hillside, after which Mr. Smith, the steward and 
Mr. Lee, farm superintendent, told us somewhat in detail 
of their work. 

The first farm visited in the afternoon was the Town 
Farm of Easthampton, managed by Frederick L. Frost. 
Although the Holstein herd has been somewhat reduced 
since our last visit, the females are of excellent quality 
and an outstanding bull of Hurlwood Farm breeding has 
recently been purchased. 

Our next stop was at the farm of M. J. Madison & Son, 
Southampten, who have an excellent dairy and tobacco 
farm. The herd here numbered about 30 females and is 
headed by a bull bred by Lombella Brothers. The follow- 
ing two visits were at farms where dairying and orchard- 
ing are combined. 

W. A. Parsons at Southampton had just completed 
marketing over 3,000 baskets of peaches and was then in 
the midst of harvesting his apples and potatoes. They 
were busy digging an excellent crop of potatoes. The 
milk herd on this farm numbered about 20 head, several 
of them being granddaughters of Countess Chloe, the 
high:st producing cow in the herd of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural College, one of her sons being the former 
herd sire. The present herd sire is a bull from Quanqount 
Farm, Whateley, Mass. 

At the Searle Farm the party were most interested in 
seeing one of the best crops of Northern Spy apples ever 
raised.

The Senior Yearling Bulls 

Here again was a splendid line-up with King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje, the Elmwood Farms sensation, winning 
handily for his eighth consecutive major show of this 
season and went through to his eighth consecutive junior 
championship as well. With this sensational show ring 
record along with a dam that is the breed’s champion for 
her first three lactations, this young bull presents a com- 
bination that is close to the breeder’s ideal. The Carna- 
tion bull, Sir Segis Bessie Walker, in second position, is 
a bull of outstanding dairy quality but at present lacking 
the finish and substance that would justify his placing 
over the Elmwood bull.

This class of twenty was the most sensational female 
class in the show and compared well with the remarkable 
junior yearling class at the Canadian Royal last year 
which excited our admiration. Chief interest centered in 
the sensational Wisconsin heifer, Netherland Belle Home- 
stead, an undefeated winner in this class throughout a 
lengthy season. This great heifer, including her winning 
here, has annexed a total of fifteen blue ribbons this sea- 
son, including several of the county fairs in Wisconsin in 
addition to a string of victories including such state fairs 
as Minnesota, Wisconsin, North Dakota, Oklahoma, Kan, 
sas, etc., as well as Waterloo and the National. She was 
purchased in the U. S. National Sale last spring by the 
Wisconsin Board of Control, and is owned jointly by the 
Wisconsin School for the Blind at Janesville and the Wis- 
consin Industrial School for Boys at Waukesha. She was 
developed and fitted during the summer at the latter in- 
stitution and has been shown with the outstanding herd of 
the Wisconsin School for the Blind. She has been thirteen 
times junior champion and several times grand champion, © 
a record that stamps her for what she is—a real sensa- 
tion in the senior yearling class. She looks like a regular 
cow in development with wonderful depth and thickness 
but with refinement and quality along with it. She is due 
to freshen in December. The Arbu heifer, Mountain Ash 
Colantha Ormsby, junior champion at Ohio and Michigan, 
was the runner-up in this class and in anything but the 
most sensational competition would be an outstanding 
winner. We think these two are without question the 
greatest pair of heifers in this class our breed has ever 
brought out in one show. The Iowa Board of Control had 
another sweet one in third place in Nancy Johanna Ormsby 
Lass, lacking something in the size and strength of -the 
Elmwood entry, Black Kathleen Ormsby in fourth place, 
but carrying a stronger loin and more refinement and 
sweetness. The last mentioned heifer did not appear to 
be in quite as good form as she was at Waterloo where 
she placed second over the Arbu heifer. Mount Riga Sue, 
a daughter of Grahamholm Hazel Colantha. All-American 
heifer calf in 1925, carrying the Griffith colors, was in fifth 
position, while Carnation placed sixth and seventh with two 
splendid daughters of Sir Inka May, one of these, Carna- 
tion Inka Bonnie, in sixth place being All-American heifer 
calf last year.

of any other breed. Too many apolo- 
gies have been offered on account of 
the moderate fat content of our milk. 
It is my opinion that if our fat con- 
tent is ever raised to equal that of 
the Jersey or Guernsey, our quantity 
will be approximately the same as 
theirs. 

I doubt very much whether we as 
producers would be any better off if 
this could be accomplished than we 
are now. 

It should be remembered that, if 
there were any one of the five dairy 
breeds that was absolutely perfect, 
the other four would be eliminated in 
a short time. The fact that our 
breed is by far the most numerous, 
outnumbering the four others com- 
bined, is quite good evidence that 
they are the nearest to 100% perfec- 
tion. 

Holsteins are generally known as 
great milk producers. In the produc- 
tion of Creamery Butter, the three 
outstanding states are as follows: 
Minnesota, Iowa and Wisconsin. Hol- 
steins far outnumber all other dairy 
breeds in these three states. No 
other states have a more intelligent 
lot of dairymen and. if the Black and 
White cow was not the most efficient 
machine with which to produce this 
product she would have given way to 
her superior in the last fifteen years. 

As to 1,000-Ib. fat records, our 
breed is more than keeping up their 
percentage. There are now 155 
1.000-Ib. fat cows-——-as follows: 23 
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Holsteins, 20 Jerseys, 9 Guernseys 
and 3 Brown Swiss. 

With registration, transfers and 
memberships for 1928 increasing at a 
more rapid rate than for a number 
of years, the future seems bright and 
I can see no reason for alarm.
